Right now is a good time to change any beliefs 
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iefs 








you may have held that love comes to you from 
outer sources or relationships. There is only one 
source of love, and that is God, for “God is love.” 
Your supply of love cannot be depleted, blocked, 
or tampered with in any way, by any situation, 
person, or outer thing, because God is your source 
of love and God is within you. Love does not 
come to you from the outer. Love flows to and 
through you from the inner. This will become clear 
to you as your adventure in love continues. Now 
is the time to rid yourself of the burdens, fears, 
tears, and frets that have piled up through at- 
tempts to coax love into your life from outer 
sources. Think not that you are going to drop- 
kick all people out of your life! You are going 
to lift all your human relationships to a new level 
of enjoyment and understanding. 

Here is the how of your new approach to love: 
“You shall love the Lord your God with all your 
heart, and with all your soul, and with all your 
mind. This is the great and first commandment. 
And a second is like it, You shall love your neigh- 
bor as yourself. On these two commandments de- 
pend all the law and the prophets.” 

You will recognize these words as the answer 
Jesus gave, to a perplexed one of His time, when 
He was asked to state the greatest commandment 
of all. These commandments had been voiced be- 
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fore. But Jesus gave them new import and mean- 
ing when He said that the wisdom, the revelations 
of Truth, the teachings, and the understanding re- 
vealed through the Scriptures and prophets of 
all ages, past, present and future, spring from and 
are contained in them. On the Master’s authority 
you will accept these two commandments of love 
as the way you will travel in this great adven- 
ture. 

Since you are making these commandments the 
way of your life, you will want to convert them 
to first person, present tense. Your first command- 
ment will be: “I love the Lord my God with all 
my heart, and with all my soul, and with all my 
mind.”

“Keep my word.” That is, make His words a last- 
ing part of your nature, discover their true mean- 
ing, hold them in your mind, heart, and soul un- 
til they are your own. 

Let Jesus’ words become a song that sings 
through every atom and cell of your body, through 
every act and avenue of your life. Do not just 
memorize the words, seek out the ideas in them. 
Meditate on them. Get the “feel” of them. Ask 
God to reveal their true meaning to you. This is 
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your adventure in love. No one else can experi- 
ence it for you. Take your time. Let these words 
be sparks that set your heart, soul, and mind 
aflame with inspiration and life. 

As Jesus’ first commandment becomes your 
own, you will know that love is more than emo- 
tion, for it is an activity that must be entered into 
with all your heart (emotions, feelings), all your 
soul (spiritual capacity, intuition, faith), all your 
mind (mental ability, thinking). To love is to ap- 
preciate, to revere, to worship, to be grateful, to 
respect, to serve. The true nature of love will un- 
fold as you keep this commandment. 

In your new and growing understanding of 
love, you will wish to meditate on the object of 
your love, “the Lord your God.” Who is the 
Lord? Certainly He is the Creator of all. He is the 
infinite, eternal Spirit, Author of all life. And the 
Lord is my God. My Creator. My Father. The 
presence of God in me. The divine Spirit whose 
image I am. “Closer is he than breathing” for He 
is the very breath of life. God is not a deity in a 
distant heaven, but the living Presence—here, 
now! 

Let love for your Creator surge through you. 
“I love the Lord my God with all my heart, and 
with all my soul, and with all my mind.” Every 
fiber of your being will leap with new life and joy 
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at this uplifting thought. 
Take your time. Meditate. Think. Ask. Listen. 
Listen. Listen. Let the Spirit of truth answer and 
affirm. Let the Source of all truth speak to you. 
Now you are ready for another great step in the 
unfolding of your own true identity. Who is this 
“T” that loves the Lord my God, with all my 
heart, and with all my soul, and with all my 
mind? Is it not the child of God, the awakening 
Spirit that you are, the real you?

True happiness is now yours; you are at peace 
with yourself and with God because love fulfills 
the law of your own being. Love brings into ex- 
pression the law of your own divine nature. In 
loving God you are being true to your own Christ 
self. This prepares you to carry out Jesus’ sec- 
ond commandment of love, which is of the same 
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nature as the first commandment. 
In learning the secret of the first command- 
ment, you have learned the secret of the second. 
So, you will readily change it to: “I love my 
neighbor as myself.” You will add joyously, “with 
all my heart, and with all my soul, and with all 
my mind.” You love the Lord your God and you 
know that He is your neighbor’s Lord and God. 
He is your neighbor’s Father as well as your own 
Father. This makes your neighbor a very close 
relative! You can readily see that your neighbor 
is a son of the same Father that you have. Your 
neighbor has the same deep yearnings and needs 
that stir you. He is to share in the same great 
destiny, which is the realization that he is a son 
of God, joint heir with Jesus Christ, to the king- 
dom of God. You will see that loving your neigh- 
bor as yourself is not possessing him, converting 
him, pampering him, or solving his problems for 
him. Nor is it expecting him to return your gifts 
or affection on a fifty-fifty basis, but it is giving 
yourself one-hundred per cent to recognizing and 
calling forth that spiritual being which he is. 
You will love your neighbor for what he is, 
a son of God. You will appreciate and respect 
what he appears to be—a member of a certain 
race, religion, country, or group, as one of the 
infinite expressions of the infinite God. You will 
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know that his beliefs and views, which seem to 
differ from yours, are not barriers of separation, 
but rather additional revelations of the infinity 
of God, which will deepen and enrich your own 
revelations. You will understand that the Lord 
our God is greater than all revelations and doc- 
trines concerning Him, and that God is in all and 
through all, and is all. 

You will know that you walk, live, work, and 
grow with a race of gods: all of them “sons of the 
Most High.” You will carry out the Master's 
word: “This is my commandment, that ye love 
one another, even as I have loved you.” 

The portals of a new world stand open before 
you. Lift up your heart, your soul, your mind. Go 
forth on your adventure in love.
